This  tends  to  undermine  all  confidence  in 
our  fellows  and  is  destructive  of  that  mu¬ 
tual  respect  and  regard  without  which 
life  is  hardly  worth  living. 

The  Lord’s  Prayer  contains  few  peti¬ 
tions  which  art  more  appropriate,  in  this 
century,  than  when  we  say,  “  Lead  us  not 
into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from 
evil”  Perhaps  this  request  comes  last 
because  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance.

To  What  Purpose? 

Some  conscientious  persons  hereabouts 
voted  against  the  Republican  party  at 
the  last  Presidential  election,  Iverause  they 
believed  that  under  Mr.  Blaise’s  admin¬ 
istration  thewnoral  atmosphere  of  Wash¬ 
ington  would  not  be  pure.  How  t%v 
could  suppose  they  were  voting  for  the 
cause  of  ideal  moral  purity  in  the  person 
of  Mr.  Cleveland,  we  could  not  under¬ 
stand  at  the  time,  and  have  not  learned 
since,  but  we  accept  the  fact  all  the  same. 
In  the  light  of  subsequent  events,  how 
have  these  voters  succeeded  in  their  pur¬ 
pose? 

A  few  facts  will  throw  some  light  on 
the  answer.  Mr.  Cleveland  vetoes  sever¬ 
al  pension  bills  involving  five  or  six  dol¬ 
lars  a  month  apiece,  perhaps,  while  his 
intimate  co-administrator,  Mr.  Black, 
draws  one  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  to¬ 
tal  disability,  while  it  is  notorious  that 
he  is  as  sound  as — well  he  occupies  a 
place  in  the  Government  service,  and  re¬ 
ceives  good  pay.  If  there  is  a  pension 
that  is  a  perfect  swindle  this  fs  the  oue. 

Then  there  is  Higgins,  as  notorious  a 
political  blackguard  as  there  is  in  either 
party.  This  is  the  openly  expressed  opin¬ 
ion  of  Democrats  as  well  as  Republicans. 
And  yet  the  unsavory  mess  of  humanity 
remain  in  one  of  the  most  responsible 
places  in  the  Government 

But  time  is  wasted  in  enumerating  these 
lesser  instances  of  “  morality.”  We  quote 
from  that  able  Democratic  paper,  the  Sun : 

What  a  story’  of  greed,  dishonor,  and 
shame  !  Not  since  the  time  when  the  evil 
horde  that  surrounded  Gen.  Grant  at 
Washington  were  turning  to  dishonest 
profit  the  opportunities  of  public  office, 
has  there  been  so  scandalous  a  perversion 
and  prostitution  of  executive  power  in  any 
of  the  departments.

They  have  a  singular  method  of  hold¬ 
ing  a  general  election  for  members  of 
Parliament  in  England. 

Immediately  upon  a  dissolution  of  the 
House  new  writs  of  election  are  issued  to 
the  various  constituencies  and  in  a  few 
weeks  the  voting  begins. 

Elections  have  already  been  held  in 
about  seventy  districts  but  it  will  be 
nearly  a  month  before  all  the  members 
are  chosen,  and  in  some  of  the  districts 
the  election  is  continued  for  two  or  three 
days. 

This  system  seems  to  have  many  dis¬ 
advantages,  for  it  presents  great  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  an  active  man  to  vote  early 
and  often  and  must  lead  to  frauds  in 
many  instances.  It  also  enables  the  re¬ 
sult  in  those  districts  which  vote  first  to 
have  a  great  influence  upon  those  districts 
which  vote  later. 

It  was  to  cure  these  evils  that  such  an 
outcry  was  made  against  what  are  known 
as  the  October  States  here  at  home,  and 
all  parties  united  in  a  demand  that  the 
dates  in  those  States  should  correspond 
with  our  general  election  in  November. 

The  English  people  learn  slowly,  but 
if  Parliament  is  to  be  dissolved  every 
year,  or  every  time  the  Government  fails 
to  carry  a  bill  they  will  come  to  see  the 
advantage  of  one  common  election  day.

Did  it  never  occur  to 
them  that  it  would  be  criminal,  if  that 
were  the  word  for  it,  not  to  restrict,  when 
restriction  was  all  that  the  circumstances 
of  a  given  community  admitted  of  ?  If 
they  have  never  thought  of  these  things 
they  could  afford  to  ponder  them  long 
and  well  before  they  come  before  the 
public  as  moral  teachers.  Furthermore, 
they  could  afford  to  ponder  long  and  well 
the  difference  between  rational  and  irra¬ 
tional  prohibition,  before  they  aspire  to 
the  distinction  of  a  third  party.  No 
doubt  the  two  great  political  parties  have 
much  to  learn  in  these  days  and  perhaps 
more  to  unlearn,  but  they  are  not  likelv 
to  learn  much  from  a  party,  or  rather 
would-be  party,  whose  platform  is  as 
narrow  as  its  teachings  are  perverse  and 
its  methods  impracticable.
